To the members of South Church Cabinet, 

Peabody Mass, 

Dear Friends:— Since Jan,16th to date,the pastor has pre¬ 
pared and delivered nine sermons and public addresses,and attended 1 
43' meetings of various kinds in his official capacity at which the 
various activities of the ohuroh have been promoted. These gather¬ 
ings have included a wide range from the regular public Sunday and’ 
mid-week services of the ohuroh to subordinate committee meetings 
under, the auspices of cur auxiliary societies. Exclusive of a 
large number of ministerial visits made neoeesary by the promotion 
of cur proposed series of lenten services,he has made fifteen pastoral 

calls and written 16 pastoral letters,the latter being largely com-
